INDIA. 

Calcutta — Cholera and plague. 

Acting Assistant Surgeon Allan reports, October 21 : 
Week ended October 9. In Calcutta there were 11 deaths from 
cholera and 5 from plague; in Bengal, 90 cases of plague, with 69 
deaths; in all India, 5,209 cases of plague, with 4,123 deaths. 

Inspection of vessels. — Week ended October 16. Bill of health 
issued to the steamship Indus, bound for Demerara and Habana, 
with a total crew of 79 and 821 Asiatic emigrants, and to the steam- 
ship Good Hope, bound for Boston and New York, with a total Euro- 
pean crew of 27. The usual precautions were taken, holds fumi- 
gated, rat guards placed on wharf lines, and Asiatics' effects 
disinfected.
